A Large Posse Are Now In Pursuit of 
the Men Who Killed C. M. Singer 
and Mutilated 
His ^Body—Minnie 
Dean Who Killed Many Children 
Hanged at Vancouver. 


Dumfree, Ind., 
Sept. 17—C. M. 
Singer, the postmaster at this place, 
was found dead on the floor of the of­ 
fice this morning. 
It is 
thought 
thieves killed him as the body was 
badly mutilated. 
A large posse is in 
pursuit of the supposed murderers. 
Vancouver, B. C., Sept. 17.—Minnie 
Dean, who was condemned to death for 
th e m urder of infants intrusted to her 
care, has been executed in Auckland, 
New Zealand. She protested her inno­ 
cence up to the last. 
Clemency was asked on account of 
th e m urderess being a woman, but the 
proof against her was so overwhelm­ 
ing th at no mercy was shown. On the 
scaffold she wras hysterical and had to 
be alm ost carried to the drop. 
Just 
before the black 
cap 
shut 
out the 
world from view she became more re­ 
signed, but piteously exclaimed: “Oh, 
God .let me not suffer!” The drop fell 
and death was instantaneous. 
The 
woman prayed incessantly toward the 
last, but stoutly m aintained that she 
had no m urder on her soul and had no 
doubt th at she would go to heaven. 
M innie Dean’s crimes were the sen­ 
sation of last year in New Zealand. In 
her prosperity she was patronized by 
well-to-do 
scoundrels, who paid 
her 
handsom ely to become responsible for 
th eir children. 
A m other’s love, how­ 
ever, induced an erring woman to seek 
>her child, who had been delivered to 
'fthe woman’s care. 
* 
Minnie Dean had reported 
it dead 
'fro m natural causes, but the m other’s 
suspicions were aroused and detectives 
were employed, when the rem ains of 
a num ber of children were found of 
ages ranging from a few m onths to 
several years, buried in every conceiv­ 
able place about 
the premises. 
The 
woman was arrested and after a sensa­ 
tional trial, was condemned to death 
on the evidence of the guilty fathers, 
who were compelled by the authorities 
to appear in court to assist the crown. 
M innie Dean’s defense was that all the 
children died from natural causes.

ation, a branch of the order, delivered 
the address on its behalf.

C. W. Stebbins responded and then de­ 
livered his annual report, after which 
the lodge w ent in secret session. 
The grand secretary’s report shows 
the following state of the order for the J 
last year: 
Total num ber of grand 
lodges, 56, a gain of I; total num ber of 
grand encampments, 50; total subordi­ 
nate lodges, 10,592, a gain of 297; sub­ 
ordinate encampments, 2,610, a gain of 
55; Rebekah lodges, 3,627, a gain of 335;

790,795; encam pm ent members, 134,330; 
Rebekah members, 225,189; relief paid 
by lodges in North America, $2,993,-

313.94; total relief paid, $3,323,311.96; 
revenue received by lodges in North 
America,

The report then gives some interest­ 
ing statistics of the order from its in­ 
auguration in North America in 1830 
up to Dec. 31,1894, including Germany, 
Denmark, Switzerland and Australia.

562; widows and fam ilies relieved,

The total avail­ 
able assets, as per his report of Aug. 20, 
1894, were $63,251.25, showing a loss 
this year of $4,650.23.

The wreck was caused by the break­ 
ing of a brakebeam. 
Ten cars were 
loaded with sugar and pig iron and 
were smashed to pieces and badly 
broken un. 
Killed at a Grade Crossing. 
Lynchburg, Va., S ept 17.—A vehicle 
containing a man supposed to be Joseph 
Callahan, of Rustburg, two w’omen, a 
girl of about 16 years of age, and two 
small children, was crossing the tracks 
of the Southern railway, near here yes­ 
terday, when it was struck by the en­ 
gine of a south-bound passenger train. 
Five of the occupants of thee vehicle 
were killed outright and the young girl 
was so severely injured that she died 
shortly afterward. 
The railroad offi­ 
cials are at a loss to understand how 
the accident occurred at the place 
named, as they say the track is visible 
for a distance of 200 yards or more, and 
the occupants should have been able 
to learn of the approaching train.

Fire on the Steamer Iona Has a Fatal 
End ins:. 
London, Sept. 17.—Fire broke out on 
board the steam er Iona, from Edin­ 
burgh to London yesterday. 
Six of the 
passengers and the stewardess of the 
Iona w’ere burned to death. 
The fire 
was put out, after four hours’ struggle. 
The fire broke out when the Iona was 
off Clucton, in the fore part of the ves­ 
sel. 
The passengers wrere aroused, and 
it was supposed that all had escaped 
from the burning cabin. 
W hile the 
crew w’ere busy fighting 
the 
flames 
soldiers on board assisted in lowering 
the boats and in supplying the passen­ 
gers with life belts. 
Suddenly it wras 
discovered th at some women and chil­ 
dren were missing. The stewardess re­ 
entered the burning cabin, it is pre­ 
sumed, to try to rescue those who w’ere 
missing, and she also perished. 
It w*as 
not until 
three 
com partm ents 
had 
burned that it became possible to enter 
the cabin, where were discovered the 
charred rem ains of six women and one 
child. 
Then the engines of the steam er 
were started up again, and the vessel 
proceeded on its way to London. 


Perish Miserably Within Hearing 
Rescuing Party. 
Vancouver, B. C., Sept. 17.—Advices 
received by the A ustralian steam er Mi- 
owera say that the bodies of the vic­ 
tim s of the Eldora mine disaster have 
been recovered after two w’eeks’ labor. 
They were imprisoned and alm ost w ith­ 
in hearing of the rescuers w'ere starved 
to death. It took exactly fourteen days 
to reach the dying men, and in that 
tim e all were beyond assistance. 
Evidence of the terrible suffering of 
the poor fellows at the last moments 
was 
most 
heart-rending. 
Believing 
that they would be eventually reached 
by the wrould-be rescuers, but knowing, 
too, th at it would be too late, the men 
evidently held an anti-m ortem coun­ 
cil, for most of them wTote letters to 
friends and relatives from their living 
grave, and there w’ere 
evidences 
of 
solemn intercourse before death ended 
their terrible suffrings.

Sheriff at Osage City, Kau., Saves His 
Prisoner. 
Osage City, Ran., Sept. 17.—At I 
o’clock yesterday m orning this town 
was in a fever of excitem ent ove 
an 
attem pted lynching. 
Lew Thom *,s, a 
dissolute character, was in jail charged 
with a crim inal assault upon the weak­ 
minded daughter of O. R. W acklefresh. 
At m idnight the jail was attacked 
by a mob of masked citizens. 
They 
made short work of the barriers and 
soon had the culprit out of the jail, and 
were leading him to the outskirts of 
the town. 
The sheriff in the meantim e 
had organized a posse and gave chase. 
He and his men overhauled the mob 
and rescued the prisoner, who was hur­ 
riedly taken back to jail. 
At I o’clock 
the jail was surrounded by the mob, 
but was effectively stood off by the 
sheriff and his men. 


Mew Fork Syndicate Seems to Have the 
Matter In Its Hands. 
W ashington, Sept. 17.—“W ill there 
be another bond issue? You will have 
to ask the New York syndicate,” 
re­ 
plied a well-known western representa­ 
tive when asked for his opinion. “There 
is no one outside the confidence of the 
Belmont-M organ-Rothschild syndicate 
qualified to answ er th at question. The 
syndicate, whifh took the last issue of 
bonds at 104 when the m arket value 
was 119 and enforced a contract under 
which subsequent bond issues are to 
be given them, can compel a new issue 
at pleasure. 
Now, w hether they will 
be pleased to accept more bonds in a 
month or w hether they will w ait two 
m onths is purely a business m atter 
with them. 
It seems to me, however, 
while looking upon the 
question 
in 
this light, th at inasm uch as the syndi­ 
cate is in business for profit, a new 
issue may reasonably be expected.” 
The true am ount of the gold reserve 
at the close of business yesterday was 
$95,348,642. 
Since the recent heavy 
shipm ents of gold set in the govern­ 
m ent has received a num ber of offers 
of gold in exchange for notes. 
This is 
particularly true of banks in the north­ 
west, where small notes are in active 
demand in moving the grain 
crops. 
Other banks, apparently disinterested, 
have offered gold in exchange for silver 
certificates. 
Several of the banks of­ 
fered gold suspected of being a little 
underweight, afe it was stipulated that 
it be received at its face value. Some 
of the other conditions 
imposed 
by 
western banks could not be accepted, 
but in all cases where the governm ent 
consistently could do so the offers have 
been accepted.

Big Sale of California Fruita 
New York, Sept. 17.—More than fifty 
carloads of different kinds of California 
fruits were disposed of at a wholesale 
auction in this city during the last 
week. 
The prices obtained were re­ 
markably low on account of a great 
influx of fruit from sections of the 
country nearer than the Pacific coast 
Prices for peaches, pears Lnd bananas 
were particularly low and weak.

which are in limited supply, advanced 
about 50 cents a box. 
Limes, which 
only two weeks before were sold from 
$9 to $10 a barrel, were scarce and good 
ones commanded from $15 to $20 a bar­ 
rel.

Steel MUI. 
Muncie, Ind., Sept 17.—About fifty 
Iron and steel workers, mostly pud­ 
dlers, who left Muncie m ills and went 
to Alexandria to work in the Union 
Steel company’s new mill, quit work: 
last evening and will return to Muncie 
to avoid trouble that seems to be sura 
to develop. 
The mill is owned by SL 
Louis men, and it was the understand­ 
ing from the start that it was to be just 
the reverse of its name, or nonunion. 
Ironclad contracts were pushed in tho 
faces of the men when they applied for 
the jobs to the effect that they wero 
to be affiliated with no labor organiza­ 
tions. 
A majority of the men refused 
to sign these and were given places any­ 
way, all going to work at union prices. 
Yesterday 200 iron and steel workers 
from St. Louis arrived to work In tho 
m ill, and every employe will be forced. 
to sign the contract or quit work. There 
has been a great scarcity of men in all 
the iron and steel mills the country 
ov :r, and this has encouraged the men 
in th fir fight for the organization.

At this time of the year the Russian 
thistle is of more immediate import­ 
ance to Wisconsin farmers than poli­ 
tics. 
Popu ists, socialists, and bad- 
moneyists are bad enough but the 
propagation of the Russian thistle is 
worse than any or all of them in a 
farming community. 
This thistle has 
been growing along the sides of rail­ 
road tracks in the state. 
Says the 
Milwaukeee Sentinel: It 
does not 
belong to the thistle family and has 
co 
resemblance 
to 
any 
of 
its 
members. 
It 
is 
a 
branchy weed growing to the height 
of three feet or so, and covered with 
innumerable triangular seeds, which, 
as they ripen, have a short thorny 
point at the end. 
It does not indulge 
in much leafage, but devotes its ener­ 
gies entirely to the production of seed 
with a view to rapid and widespread 
propagation. 
The stalk is woody as 
if it were preparing to live through a 
course of years, but in fact it perishes 
with the autumnal frosts. 
This weed is reputed to be the most 
baneful to the farmer of all the nox­ 
ious plants that 
interfere with his 
ops. 
It can discount the Canada 
thistle, and leave it out of sight in the 
race as a champion nuisance. 
It has 
already become a terror in the Dako 
tas, and a bill was introduced in the 
last congress appropriating a large 
sum to aid in its extermination. That 
body, however, was too much engaged 
in making war on the farmer’s wool 
and bolstering up the sugar trust to 
a :t upon the measure. 
lith e Russian thistle is found in 
one place it will doubtless be found at 
other points along the road. 
It pre­ 
sents one of those cases to which the 
old adage respecting “ a stich ic. time 
applies. 
It is yet inconsiderable in 
quantity and its seeds unripe. 
It may 
be early eradicated if prompt action 
is taken. 
Every farmer and every lot 
owner in towns along the railway, 
should make it his business without 
delay to 6eek out and destroy sthe 
noxious weed. 
Ut I ss this is done it 
will obtain a footing another year 
which will render its extermination 
next to impossible.

THE SO U T H ’S GREAT FAIR. 


I t Prom Ues to B e One or the Finest Ex* 
positions Ever Held, 
A t the point where Sherm an thun­ 
dered on A tlanta thirty-one years ago 
the Cotton States and International 
exposition is fast taking shape, and by 
th e 18th of Septem ber will have assumed 
proportions second to none in interna­ 
tional enterprises of this character, ex­ 
cepting only the World's Columbian ex­ 
position of 1S93. This enterprise m arks 
a turning point in the history of the 
southern states. 
It is not by any means a local or 
provincial affair, and the term cotton 
states would be entirely too narrow a 
designation, if not accompanied by the 
broader word 
international, 
w hich 
truly describes the am bitious enter­ 
prise. 
It was first proposed to call it 
the “Pan-Am erican” exposition, b u t 
even the w estern hem isphere would 
not m easure its scope. 
The exposition has received th e in­ 
dorsem ent of the United States govern­ 
m ent, 
congress having appropriated 
$200,000 for a governm ent building and 
exhibit. 
An eligible site has been as­ 
signed for this building, which will be 
one pf the finest structures on the 
grounds. 
The practical experience o f 
the board having this exhibit in charge 
w ill make it the most com prehensive 
and interesting ever 
made by the 
United States governm ent. 
The exposition has also received the 
indorsem ent of the legislatures and 
principal commercial bodies of all o f 
the southern states, and reasonable as­ 
surance has been given th a t many o f 
them will be represented by state build­ 
ings and exhibits. 
Besides several exhibits announced 
from the southern republics, most of 
which are likely to be represented, the 
m anagem ent is already assured of tw o 
exhibits from Africa, and, though the 
invitations to European powers have 
just gone out, the reports already sent 
home by consular representatives of 
European governm ents have been wide­ 
ly circulated by commercial journals, 
and through this channel the expo­ 
sition is already attracting attention 
on the continent. 


GOVERNMENT BUILDING. 


A rchitecturally Far More Handsom e Than 
th e C h ica g o S tru ctu re. 
The Government building will be of 
fram e construction, covered on the ex­ 
terior w ith shingles and clapboards and 
designed with a Romanesque motif. 
Its main dimensions will be 180 by 200 
feet, with projecting pavilions IO feet 
by OO feet in plan on all four sides, and 
circular towers 25 feet in diam eter a t 
each corner of the building, m aking a 
total floor area of about 50,000 square 
feet. 
A cruciform clere story CO feet 
in width increases the height of the 
structure to 02 feet and produces the 
effect of a two-story building, and also 
assists in lighting and ventilating the 
interior. 
At the intersection of these 
clere story wings and rising to a height 
of 105 feet will be constructed a tu r­ 
reted tower, having at its apex a p lat­ 
form for the exposure of instrum ents 
of the w eather bureau. 
The governm ent exhibit will be ar­ 
ranged by a commission composed of 
gentlem en selected from each depart­ 
m ent because of their special fitness 
and experience in exposition work. An 
electric searchlight and a tim e ball 
will be operated by the navy depart­ 
m ent at conspicuous points on the roof. 
The original design for the Govern­ 
m ent building bas been enlarged by 
the addition of an annex, which is to 
be 140 by 80 feet. 
This will m aterially 
increase the space and proportionately 
expand the exhibit.

AUDITORIUM 
AXD 
ADMINISTRATION 
BUILDING. 
T he design of the Auditorium aid 
A dm inistration building has not been 
completed, but 
it is intended to have a 
structure which will combine the pur­ 
poses of an auditorium and adm inistra­ 
tion offices. 
The contour of the surface 
is such th a t this can be nicely arranged 
a t the main entrance fronting Four­ 
teen th street. 
The designs which have 
been subm itted so far arc of classic 
style, a two-story building opening w ith 
a portico and high Tuscan columns. 
T hrough this colonnade the entrance 
to the Auditorium is effected. This hall 
w ill seat about three thousand five 
hundred people, and here the different 
congresses and conventions, many of 
w hich have been arranged for, will be 
held. 
U pstairs elaborate provision will 
be made for all the departm ents of ad­ 
m inistration. ^ 
THE FIRE AXD POLICE BUILDING. 
Plans have been ordered for a build­ 
ing to accommodate the fire and police 
departm ents. 
This will be a handsome 
structure, ^ thoroughly supplied. , w ith 
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tne hest apparatus That has ever been 
devised up to date. 
For fire protection 
the Gamewell fire alarm of the most-^ 
improved type will be installed, and to 
make it more thoroughly efficient an 
auxiliary alarm system, covering every 
p art of each building, will be added. 
Alarm boxes will be stationed near 
each exhibit and will register the exact 
locality at headquarters, so th a t the 
firemen may reach the point by the 
nearest route and in the shortest, pos­ 
sible time. 
Hundreds of fire extin­ 
guishers will be scattered through the 
buildings, and in addition a num ber of 
two-wheeled trucks will be placed in 
th e buildings to do quick work before 
th e heavier apparatus can arrive. 
The exhibit of fire apparatus will 
have 
ample space 
in 
this build­ 
ing, find the chief of the departm ent 
has already secured creditable exhibits 
covering about tw enty thousand square 
feet. 
The police departm ent will be thor­ 
oughly equipped and m anned w ith the 
best m aterial to be had. 
It will be or­ 
ganized by the chief of the A tlanta po­ 
lice, under the direction of the chair­ 
m an of the police commission, who is 
also chairm an of the executive commit­ 
tee of the exposition. 


MACHINERY HALL. 
The leading 
idea throughout the 
buildings is Romanesque. 
They are de­ 
signed with an idea of stability and 
simplicity of construction. 
Take the 
M achinery building, for instance: That, 
in its interior construction, is a simple 
cube, so designed as to give a great 
deal of space inside, its exterior finish 
having a touch of th e renaissance. 
On 
each end, a t the sides and in the cen­ 
ter, there are large porticos w ith im­ 
mense pillars, which will give the en­ 
tire building a stately appearance. 
I t 
is the aim to construct a building whose 
size will nc^ be apparent a t first, but 
which will grow on the observer. T hat 
building will be sixty-five feet high. 


MANUFACTURES AND LIBERAL ARTS. 
The M anufactures and Liberal A rts 
building carries out the same Roman­ 
esque idea, but is considerably more 
elaborate. 
In the A gricultural build­ 
ing the idea is carried out in a sort of 
pyram idal 
shape. 
The 
Electricity 
building has towers and arches which 
can be brilliantly illum inated; and lo­ 
cated, as it will be, a t the foot of the 
lake, a great light effect can be secured. 
The tow ers at the corners of the M anu­ 
factures building are very large, and 
can be used for restaurant purposes, or 
anything of the sort. 
The broad out­ 
side corridor on the second story of this 
building can also be used to magnifi­ 
cent advantage for restaurant purposes. 
FORESTRY AND MINERALS. 
The building designed for Forestry 
and M inerals is to be erected of natural 
wood, em bracing all the foliage found 
in the south, and it is proposed to fes­ 
toon the entire interior a t the ceiling 
line with southern moss and greens. 
The spaces betw een the principal posts 
and braces, 
which 
are 
them selves 
formed of natural trees, will be covered 
w ith bark, thus form ing a most unique 
design, covering an area of 26,000 square 
f«et, while a roof prom enade or garden, 
ot the same area, is also provided, the 
entire sides of which will be formed of 
palms and palm ettos. 
An enormous 
fountain adorns the central portion of 
th e building, the background of which 
is formed of m inerals from all sections 
of the south. 
The Transportation building will cov­ 
er an area of 55,000 square feet, and is 
conveniently located for the installa­ 
tion of the heavy exhibits proposed for 
this building. 
THE WOMAN’S BUILDING. 
A W oman’s building, designed by a 
woman, will be one of the most beauti­ 
ful features. 
As the larger buildings 
are of Romanesque motif, it is proposed 
to have for th e W oman's building a 
colonial design, which will harmonize 
and hold its own w ith the larger struc­ 
tures. 
Tile building will be arranged 
for the work of women, including a 
library for the books w ritten by women, 
their musical compositions and m aga­ 
zines. 
P atents 
and 
inventions 
by 
women will have prom inent positions 
in the W oman’s building, w ith all other 
.notable exhibit.' of woman's genius and 
skill. 
The artistic work of women is 
especially desired. 
Paintings in oils, 
etchings, w ater colors, architectural 
designs, sculpture and modeling in clay 
are invited from the United States and 
foreign countries. 
FINE ARTS. 
The Fine A rt building will be located 
tow ard the southw est corner of the 
park, on the sum m it of a sm all hill sit­ 
uated between the M anufactures build­ 
ing on the north and the Casino on the 
south. 
The elevation of the site will 
be such th a t the building will command 
a view of the entire grounds. 
It will 
have a frontage of 245 feet w ith a depth 
of IOO feet. 
The center part of front 
facade will be 50 feet high, and the t\v» 
side wings will be 26 feet high. 
The 
exterior has been designed after the 
renaissance, and the facade of the cen­ 
tra l hall recalls the stately old southern 
mansions of form er days. The columns 
form ing the colonnade on the east and 
w est front are 33^ feet in diam eter and 
35 feet long, fluted, and having capitals 
designed in the Italian renaissance. 
In 
fact all the ornam entation throughout 
the entire building is in Italian re­ 
naissance, slightly tending to-the Flor­ 
entine school. 


THE NEGRO BUILDING. 
The m anagem ent is under contract 
to provide a building for a distinctive 
negro exhibit, qot less than 106x250 


reet, ana cotamissioners have been ap­ 
pointed from among the leading col­ 
ored men in each state to take charge 
of the work of collecting and present­ 
ing for inspection by the public, in th at 
building, the best work of the negro in 
every department of labor, and show­ 
ing the progress made in education and 
the industrial pursuits since his eman­ 
cipation. The mutual benefit to the 
negro and the white people of the coun­ 
try of this feature of the exposition will 
be apparent to everyone. 


TOBACCO TRADE BUILDING. 
The tobacco producers, manufactur­ 
ers and dealers of the country are de­ 
manding a fitting display of that stu­ 
pendous industry, and plans are well 
under way for a special building in 
which to show, as never before done, 
the cultivation, curing, marketing and 
manufacturing of tobacco and its prod­ 
ucts, in all its forms and stages. 
SPECIAL BUILDINGS. 
Provision is being made for suitable 
music and lecture halls, and for the ex­ 
hibition of live stock, dairy products, 
etc., with all necessary power houses, 
pumping works, lighting plant, etc. 


GOVERNMENT EXHIBIT. 


The Various Departm ents at W ashington 
to B e R epresented 
The state departm ent will make an 
exhibit divided into two groups—the 
history of the United States and the 
workings of the departm ent. 
Such 
rare docum ents as the Declaration of 
Independence, in fac-simile, and treaties 
w ith foreign powers are to be shown. 
The departm ent of the interior will be 
represented in the various branches. 
The United States fish commission will 
be able to make a particularly fine dis­ 
play, as A tlanta is favorably situated 
w ith reference to the sources of supply 
for m arine and fresh w ater fish and 
other anim als, as well as plants. 
The 
beautiful tropical and subtropical fishes 
of the Gulf of Mexico can be readily 
obtained and as easily kept in perfect 
condition during the exposition. 
Com­ 
missioner McDonald has decided to 
make a special effort to show the im­ 
portant game and food fishes of the 
south, and many of the curious fishes 
which invariably excite the wonder 
and adm iration of visitors. The w aters 
about Key West and Tam pa abound 
in angel fishes, parrot fishes, trunk 
fishes and brilliant but voracious-look- 
ing morays, rabbit fish, porcupine fish, 
the sea bats, the trigger fishes and some 
of the cram p fishes which can give a 
very decided electric shock. 
The rod 
drum , the tarpon, the showy porgies, 
th e sheepshead, the squirrel fish, the 
red snapper—but the w ealth of beauti­ 
ful and curiously-shaped fishes is so 
great th a t their nam es would fill a 
column. 
The forestry exhibit will be the most 
complete and comprehensive exhibition 
of the flora of the south ever gathered 
together. The exhibits of the navy and 
w ar departm ents will be fully equal to 
those made a t Chicago. 


MUSICAL FEATURES. 


No Expense W ill B e Spared to Make Them 
Perfect. 
The finest orchestras of America have 
already been engaged for the exposition. 
It is the policy of this department to 
secure in succession a number of the 
most celebrated musical organizations. 
Gilmore, Sousa, and Innis’ bands have 
been engaged. A succession of attract­ 
ive musical programmes is in prepara­ 
tion, and some magnificent spectacular 
accompaniments will be produced. 
Under this head will come the chime 
of bells—the largest ever erected in 
America. A tower many feet high will 
be erected on the highest point of the 
grounds, near the Government building 
and Art palace, for the accommodation 
of the largest chime of bells ever ex­ 
hibited in America. A full chime of 
thirteen bells will be placed on the top 
of this tower, and their sweet melody 
will be heard echoing through the hills 
of middle Georgia for miles around. 


AMUSEMENT FEATURES. 


a FuU- 
The Fair Will, of Course, Have 
Fledged Midway. 
The Midway Plaisance is to be re­ 
peated here with many additions and 
improvements. Hagenbeck is coming 
with his animal show, there is to be a 
Cairo village, Chinese and Japanese 
villages, a German village, a Mexican 
village, a Guatemala village and sev­ 
eral other ethnographical exhibits that 
were not seen at Chicago. The amuse­ 
ment features are to be more extensive, 
also, than they were at Chicago, with 
plenty of music and motion and merri­ 
ment. 
Concessions which are not easily reg­ 
ulated and upon which the percentages 
would be difficult to collect are to be 
sold outright at auction, with a mini­ 
mum price and a space rental for the 
number of square feet occupied, while 
tile percentage plan is to be applied 
only to such as charge an admission 
fee. 
The soda water fountains are 
charged $1,000 each, and the sausage 
and coffee pavilions the same. The 
pop corn and peanut venders most pay 
at least $500 each; the confectionery 
stands the same; souvenir -spoons, $300 
for each stand; hot waffles and griddle 
cakes the same; canes and chewing gum, 
$250 each, and others in proportion. 
No space is free. 
Every exhibitor is 
charged $1 a square foot for the area he 
occupies and pays 6 cents a hundred­ 
weight for term inal charges; but there 
is no restriction upon the sale of mer­ 
chandise for delivery at the close of 
the exposition or by sample while it 
is in progress. 


STATE EXHIBITS. 


W ill B e One of tile Leading Feature* of 
the Great Show. 
The state exhibits will constitute one 
of the most important and interesting 
features of the great fair. Prominent 
among these will be the Georgia ex­ 
hibit, installed in a handsome building 
near the Fourteenth street entrance 
Near by will be another of Florida— 
Florida covering a large space. The 
Florida exhibit, besides embracing dis­ 
plays of all the products of the state in 
detail, will be employed for unique ex 
hibits of the great railroad systems 
penetrating the peninsula. The Plant 
system, for example., will erect a pyra­ 


mid one ’nundred feUc square at the 
base and fifty feet high. The Flagler 
system will be handsomely represented 
with special exhibitions, as will also 
the Louisville & Nashville and the Jack­ 
sonville, Tampa & Key West railroads. 
South Carolina will furnish one of the 
best and most attractive of the state 
exhibits. This will not be done with 
state funds, but very efficiently by 
private means, raised through a very 
thorough organization extending to ail 
the counties. 
The Commercial club ol 
Charleston began the movement, and 
the governor has cooperated by ap­ 
pointing commissioners in every county. 
A similar movement is in progress in 
Alabama, and funds are being raised 
in all of the best counties for exposition 
purposes. A state exhibit will be made 
and the massive deposits of iron, coal 
and other varied minerals, together 
with the vast forest wealth and the 
vast agricultural resources of Alabama, 
will fully appear. 
North Carolina has practically intact 
the material of her exhibit at the 
world’s fair, packed in handsome oak 
cases, which have thoroughly protected 
the specimens. 
By adding new sam­ 
ples of agricultural and other products 
of a perishable nature, this exhibit can 
be perfected and transferred to A tlanta 
ith very small cost, and this will 
doubtless be done, as the m atter, which 
now before the legislature, has re­ 
ceived the indorsement of the governor, 
the state board of agriculture and all 
the leading members of all three of the 
political parties. North Carolina can 
make a fisheries exhibit only second in 
importance to th at of the United States 
government. The importance of this 
resource may be imagined from the 
fact that the largest seine in the world 
is operated on the North Carolina ooasL 
is two miles long. The ends are 
towed out into the bay on steam flats, 
and hauled back in the same manner, 
bringing in at a single haul thousands 
or even millions of fish. 
The legislature of Louisiana at its 
session last summer adopted a joint res­ 
olution, instructing executive officers 
to make at this exposition an elaborate 
exhibit of the products and resources of 
the state, and it goes without saying 
that a very handsome display will be 
brought here. 
Movements for exhibits have been 
made in Illinois, Tennessee, Pennsyl­ 
vania and New Mexico. 
The commissioner of mines, manu­ 
factures and agriculture, of Arkansas, 
has applied for large space in which to 
make a liberal exhibit of th at state, and 
writes the exposition management that 
the Arkansas display will compare well 
with those of other states. 
The movement for an exhibit from 
California was begun some time ago, 
and the chambers of commerce and 
boards of trade of the different cities 
have arranged to supply the material. 
A company lias been formed which wi.l 
install exhibits in a building of the Old 
Mission type of architecture. It is ex­ 
pected that this will be one of the 
handsomest buildings on the grounds. 
The Southern Railway system will 
make one of the handsomest exhibits 
on the grounds. At the request of that 
company the supervising architect of 
the exposition has prepared plaas for an 
exhibition building, classical in style 
and imposing in its proportions, and it 
is said that this structure will be one of 
the most beautiful cm the grounds. The 
management of the Southern railway 
promises that this exhibit will be in 
every way worthy of the occasion.

Completed. 
The departm ent of transportation has 
been organized with a veteran railroad 
manager at its head, and arrangem ents 
have been practically completed w ith 
the transportation lines of the United 
States, Canada and Mexico to bring 
exhibits and visitors to A tlanta at rea­ 
sonably low’ rates. Exhibits which pay 
full freight coming and remain unsold 
will 
be 
returned free of 
charge. 
Throughout a large part of the United 
States a rate of one cent per mile each 
way will be put on, and it is probable 
that from the most distant points the 
rate will not exceed one fare for the 
round trip. 
Liber ii concessions have been made 
by the ocean steamship companies, em­ 
bracing a number of the trans-Atlantic 
lines plying between New York, Balti­ 
more and the ports of England and the 
continent of Europe. The Pacific Mail 
Steamship company has agreed to trans­ 
fer free of charge all exhibits from 
points in South and Central America 
reached by its lines, and will make lib­ 
eral reduction in fares to government 
officials or other visitors from those 
countries.
